Away  back  in  the  early  days  of  this 
country,  when  the  hills  and  valleVs  wertj 
largely  covered  by  a (growth  of  cane,  anil 
through  which  the  Rtd  man  wandered-  ip: 
pursuit  of  his  game,  n little  congn  gatioflj 
of  people  gathered  for  worship  on  a beau, 
tiful  eminence  near  the  cast  prong  of  the 
river  Amite.

Here  in  a rude  house  they  sang  and  prayed 
and  preached.  Charles  Felder  and  Zack.u 
riah  Reeves  were  the  . preachers  in  those 
days.

1899,  he  tells  us  1 hat  the  Congregational- 
ists  “were  the  firj  to  give  Mr.  Gibson -n 
cordial  welcome.! ’ i Of  this  time  he  say*, 
"There  were  then  no  church  houses  in  this 
country  except  one  belonging  to  a newly 
organized  fBaptisI  Church.”  Rev.  Tobias 
Gibson  was  the  {first  Methodist  preacher 
in  M ississippi  ano^when  he  arrived  here  hi 
1799,  he  foundU  an  organized  Baptist 
church  wiirshipiii^j  in  their  own  house.

The  trouble  is  traceable  direct- 
ly—not  through  $onie subtle  pro- 
cess of  reasoning,  but  in  a 
straight  and  unmistakable  line — 
to  the  malign  influence  exerted 
by  the  saloon  on  polities  and  on 
the  police  department.  The  sa- 
loon does  not  exist  bv  anv  right 
it  has  to  live.
